(or so it seemed), whose name had been Otto Heukena* KeukMW (covemaaet 
Ideberoann) had been given 2KI*a from time to time to cbeok 
upon whether s cert in person lived In >t'e8t Berlin or West 
Germany: some of these S?3 targets had been members of the 
BfV.
